RAILWAY ACCIDENTS. 


The expected. has happened. For 


labor and care being, expended on/ the 
track that experience has shown to 
be necessary for the safety of the traf- 
fic. Unless the track could be kept in 
repair it was only a matter of time 
when loss of property and life must 
occur. Notwitbstanding the protests 
of the company, to the contrary; as a 
matter of fact the track has not been 
kept in repair, a fact of which there 


is no longer any doubt. The company, 


however, persisted in running -their 
trains without a proper repair force, 
and now a, series of accidents is re- 
ported which by chance or special pro- 
vidence, have not resulted in as serious 
loss of life as might have been expect- 
ed, but which still bave been serious 
enougb, ard which cannoi, bat bd fol- 
lowed by others of like nature with 
increasing frequency if prompt means 
are not takem to put and, keep the 


track in shape. 

On Saturday, Aug. 10th, a freight 
train of eleven cars of merchandise 
was wrecked on the Owen Sound 
branch through a defect at a .mew 
switch. The engineer was killed, the 
fireman and two brakemen were sev- 
erely ani probably fatally scalded and 
the ¢ars of merchandise wrecked. This 
is the track( which the steamboat: ex- 
press runs over from Owen Sound to 
Toronto.

the loss of life would have been ap- 
palling. 

On Sunday, the lith, a freightj was 
wrecked on the main iine in the Terri- 
tories near Gul! lake, between Medi- 
cine Hat and Swift Current. ~ Seven 
cars of ca‘tle ran off tha track. Only 
some eight head of cattle are reported 
killed. The east and west passenger 
trains were delayed ten hours’ by the 
wreck. A weak culvert is given as the 
cause. 

On the 14th an excursion train  car- 
rying 800 harvest) hanes fronmy the 
Maritime provinces to Manitoba ran 
off the track at point about 100 
miles cast of Winnipeg. The small 
loss of life was almost a miracle. Only 
two were killed and some fifteen or 
twenty injured. The cause of accident 
is given as a broken rail. 

In all three cases a defectiin the 
track was the cause of accident, and 
ihe natural ivference is that had there 
been an adequate and efficient force 
of trackmen employed the accidents 
would not have occurred.. These acci- 
dents carry the question of the state 
of repair'of the railway track’ far be- 
yond the point of the interest of the 
railway company. The public are en- 
titled to such protection of life and 
property as the law and the jurisdic- 
tion of the government afford.; The 
public will bold the government re- 
sponsible if such accidents resulting 
from a similar cause continue.

FENCING PUBLIC BIGHWAYS. 

Leader: Trouble bas arisen in many 
points in the Territories during the 
past year or two resulting from the 
unauthorized sencing in of read allow- 
ances or public highways.

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AN HISIORIC SPOT. 

The old race track, one of Edmon- 
ton’s historic spots, is rapidly pass- 
ing away, having been divided by; the 
pwners the Hudson Bay Co., into town 
lots and placed on the market. A 
fence has been built by some recent 
purchaser on his property which was 
formerly the basebali diamond. Thus 
cut up the grounds are spoilt for the 
purposes of athletic sport for which 
they were used ever since’ the first 
sports committee wag organized some 
20 years ago. This was Edmontion’s 
first circular track, previous to that all 
races having been run on the old Vic- 
toria trail of along tha river brow in 
front of what! is now the hrick school 
house. The old track was the, birth 
place of Edmonton’s athletic sports. 
Here Wm. West, Ed. Lochy, Northwest 
and Skeezik competed in the foot races 
as far back as Dominion day "82, over 
ninteen years ago. From the small 
Sports committee ot that day sprang 
the greater one of to-day; the healthy 
love of sport bred in those pioneer days 
on the new formed track has been 
handed down the succeeding years, 
growing as time went, until now as 
the old historic spot with its happy, 
lively recollections is being overtaken 
by set*iement’s onward march and di- 
vided into streets and buildings lots, 
there has sprung! up to take its place 
a larger, more modern and ¢dommodious 
ground, ; 

The first sports on the circular track 
were held in 1881 or °82, since which 
time, with the exception of the (twa 
last years, the grounda have been re- 
gularly used for Edmontion’s annual 
celebrations, 

Many interesting and _ exciting 
events have been pulted off on'the old 
track. Of the early days when Rowdy, 
cgme up from the sonth and went back 
with all the honors, and her cwners 
pockets bulging with the coim of the 
northern sports Che old, timers’ tell 
in reminiscent mood. Ip later days 
Miosewa and Jack Allan tested their 
speed with varying results. Here also 
was held Edmonton's big celebration 
of the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee, prob- 
ably the most’ pretentious arid one of 
the most successful gala days ever 
celebrated on the old grounds, Of 
late years it has beem a favorite ath- 
letic green and, was a most popular 
practice ground. In the bright sum- 
mer evenings might; be seen athletics 
conupeting in football, facrosse, base- 
bali and crickel practices while an oc- 
casional open air, concert by. the band 
added to the attractions of the scene. 

Now all is changed; the old is giving 
way to the new. Ono the course where 
once the old grand stand stood and on 
the green where for the last twenty 
years athletes have battled for supre- 
macy in honest sport, in many games, 
villas are going up and boulevards will 
be laid out. Over the old coursé Where 
in the days gone by the wiry Indian 
cayuse champed his bit in eagerness 
to get away, shirt-waisted men ‘will 
soon be wheeling modern babies in 
pneumatic tired carriages « adown 
twentieth century pavements. 

EERE cE ED 
OUR PRODUCTS IN BRITAIN. 

Toronto, August 10.—Mr. F. W. 
Hodson, Dominion live stock commis- 
sioner, has just! returned from Great 
Britain, where he has been engaged 
since May studying the conditions of 
the English market in regard to the 
export oi Canadian live stock and ani- 
mal products. In the course of his 
investigations he visited every stock 
centre in Great Britain. After care- 
ful study Mr Hodson is convinced that 
there is opportunity for great enlarge- 
ment of 'h> British market for Cana- 
dian products. ‘ 

“The English peopie,” he says, “look 
very favorably on the development’ of 
what they call the colonies, but) what 
would be better to be called Imperial 
Canada and the other, outlying por- 
tions of the Empire. The British con- 
sumers are ready to buy largely, and 
Canadian products are among the best 
that enter their market. Pre-eminent 
among Canadian exports to .Great 
Britain is bacon, Canadian bacon is 
rapidly gaining favor, Canadian 
cheese is attracting very favorable 
comment and as socn as properj ship- 
ping facilities are provided this pro- 
duct will rival bacon. The best grade 
of chickens which’ have fattened at 
the Dominior feed stations in recent 
years are better than any I saw on the 
English market. 

“Except, in the case df beef and mut- 
ton, Bri-‘sh meats are act superior\to 
those produced in Canada, There is 
no reason why our cattle and sheep 
shall not i> time hold a place equal 
to our bacon. In, order to bring this 
about greater care must be devoted 
to feeding and breeding. The British 
consumers do not want ap excessively 
fat animal, but one fed so as to be 
full of lean’ meat, with a moderate 
supply of fat.” 

Mr. Hodson thinks the British em- 
bargo on Cavadian cattle is unjusti- 
fiable. The British government is not 
using the Canadian people fairly in 
this respec’. This embargo, Mr. Hod- 
fon, expivined, means a loss of ten 
dollars a head on every head af cat- 
tle shipped from Canada to the mot her 
country.

There 
are about 4,000 Welshmenx, in. this col- 
ony they intend visiting and@ it is re- 
porte! that they are very much dis- 
satisfied with the treatment accorded 
them by the Argentine: government, 
and desire t> locate somewhere un- 
der the British flag. No other settlers 
could be sesured, and the immigration 
department hopes to induce a good 
portion of them to come to this coun- 


try.

loops ores are in demand, and, that 
specially low rates for fre ght{ treat- 
ment are offered by the Kootenay and 
Poundary smelters. This opportunity 
should be taken full advantage’ cf te 
bring Kamloops camp to; the front.

VERY FATAL, BUT WAR. 


A Washington despatch! of Aug. 
8th says: 

Gen. MacArthur in his report to 
ihe war department gives the fol- 
lowing statistics of casualties in the 
Phillippines from May 5, 1900, to 
June 30, 1901, during which time 
there were 1,036 contacts) betwe»n 
American troops and insurgen 
which show the cosualties on both 
sides. Americans killed, 245; wound- 
ed, 490; captured, 118; mussing, 20 
Insurgents killed, 3,854; wounded, 
1,193; captured, 6,572; surrendered, 
32,095. During the same period the 
follewingr material was captured 
from ani surrendered by the insur- 
gents:—Rifles 15,693; rifle am- 
munition, 293,363 rounds; revolvers, 
868: bolos, 3,514; cannon, 122; gannon 
ammunition, 10,270 rounds 
It seems that the British are not 

the only people who are baving a tive- 
ly time in a war that was officially 
declared to be ended a number of 
months ago.

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THE CENSUS AND ITS LESSON. 

The census repor’, showing, that the 
population of Canada has only increas- 
ed half a million in ten years, is dis- 
appointing in many ways. For the 
past few years Canada has commonly 
‘been spoken of as a couniry, of six 
millions of peopie. This would mean 
considerably over a million increase 


gince 1891. But the census count is 


ever half a million short of| this esti- 
mate. The question as to haw it 
happens that the count falls so far 
ehort of the estimate, is now up for 
consideration, and is wcli worth the 
careful study of ali who wish their 
country well. The estimate was ar- 
rived at by the addition of the natural 
increase— Which 1s greater throughout 
Canada than in most coustries—to tha 
immigtalev as given in the goveru- 
men* returns. That, the result is not 
borne cut by the census proves, not 
necessarily that the figures in either 
of these cases have been miscalculated, 
but that other considerations have 
entered into the question. The great 
disturbing consideration is that Can- 
ada did not hojd ci‘ber her increase by 
immigration or her natural increase. 
Either that, or the returns of natural 
increase by the Jocal governments and 
of immigration returgs by the Domin- 
ion governmen* have been grossly and 
systematically fuisified, not only dur- 
ing the census period just passed, but 
during the several recently preceding 
periods. This supposition 
would be so ridiculous that if need 
noi be entertained. ‘This fixes the dis- 
crepancy beiween estimate and count 
infailibly ou the fact that Canada is 
probably more o* an emigrating coun- 
try than it is a tieid for immigration. 
(Phat is, it actuaily sends out. from 
year to year more people as emigrants 
ihan it receives as immigrants. That 
this is a fact is ampiy shown by the 
United States census returns, as well 
as by the evidence of the senses of 
every Canadian who thought of the 
subject at all, And yet it: is the fact 
above all others that our leaders Of 
thought and opinion have most per- 
sistenitly ignored. The peopling of 
Canada has been very much like pour- 
ing water intoasieve. There has been 
a continual loss ef population by re- 
moval to the United States. The rea- 
sons for this removal may have: been 
good or bad, Bat that the removal 
has taken place in decades past the 
United S*ates census resurns show,aad 
that the removai is far from having 
ceased in the decade just past, our own 
census is ample evidence. When this 
movement of our population is realiz- 
ed the wonder is pot that Canada has 
not increased more greatly in popula- 
tion, but that it has increased at{ all. 
By the United States census of 1891 
there were about a million residents 
of the United States who gave ‘Can- 
ada as their place of birth. Suppos- 
ing this meaat the immigration of 
thirty years (fer those st‘li living who 
had been more than thirty years fin 
the States wouid not more than make 
up the number who had died since the 
beginning of that period) it infallibly 
proved an outthow of native born 
Canadians to the States at the rate 
of 30,000 for reach of the thirty years. 
But that is only a part of the, floss 
of population which Canada must 
have suffered. In tha first place ow- 
ing to deference to prejudice, desire for 
citizenship, ete., it is not likely that 
all Canadians in the States gave ‘Can- 
ada as their place of birth. And in 
the next place no account is taken 
of the large number of immigrants‘to 
Canada from the British Isles and 
Europe, who after a _ residence in 
Canada which made them practically 
Canadians, passed even to the; States. 
And yet their loss io Canada ‘was just 
as great as if they had been born in 
this country. Ne estimate 
formed of the number of thisclass, but 
they must run into the bundreds of 
jthousands. Nor is account! taken of

the large number of European immi- , 
movement of surplus population from 


grants to cross the ocean to Canadian 
ports with the United States a& their 
actual destination. These people help 
to swell the Canadian immigration re- 
turns first and afterwards the United 
States census; aithough the steamboat 
companies have drawn $= per head 
from the Canadian treasury, to pay 
for their vassage. Of the actual in- 
crease of Canada’s population in the 
lasi ten yeavs, certainly not more than 
balf can possibly be due toi immigra- 
tion. ‘That is to say Canada has 
gained 250,000 peapie by foreign immi- 
gration and has lost 300,000 (30,0000 a 
year for ten, years) native born Cana- 
dians, besides an unknown number ‘of 
others by emigration to the United 
Aiiates. It is clear that the; cure Tor 
Canada’s comparatively slow. increase 
of population is uot sa muchj to‘ in- 
grease the flow of foreign population 


;iry aud they entered upon a eystem 


‘flow to the Northwestern States It 


Western Canada will be welcomed) ‘by 


to our shores as to keep) our own! popu- 
lation in our own country. 

And bow is this to be done? First 
of all the people of Canada must Te- 


cognize that the province, -country, 
township or village ini which they hap- 
pen to reside is not all Canada, That 
although the conditions may be re- 
stricted and disadvantageous there, in 
other parts of the country the’ gondi- 
ditons may be as proportionately fav- 
orable. And further, that; every inan 
who remains in Canada—gpo matterin 
what part—is helping to pay Canada’s 
taxes and is contributing, to Canada's 
trade, in proportioni.to the favorable 
nature of his surrounding conditions 
and to the energy with which; hé takes 
advantage of those conditions. It is 
no profit, hut on the contrary! aml ac- 
tual loss, to the couutry. to havei men 
struggling under unfavorable  condi- 
tions if they can be transferred, to fav- 
orable conditions. Compare the re- 
sults of the labor of the settler in the 
rocky regions of Northern Ont&ario 
with that of the same settler in the 


Northwest. In the former} caSe he is 
lucky if he producessufficient food for 
his family during the summer 
and earns enough during the 
winter by work in the woods 
to procure clothing and gro- 


ceries. His only contribution tq the 
trade of the country is his earnings in 
the woods; net more than two or three 
hundred dollars a year at the outside. 
The same man. with 100 acres of culti- 
vated land in the Northwest: will add 
from one to two thousand dollars! to 
the trade of the country each year; and 
as his acreage increases his additions 
to the trade of the country correspond- 
ingly increase.. It is the trade of the 
man who bas wheat and cattle to sel] 
that keeps eastern factories and, whole- 
sale houses busy, not the trade of the 
man whose family consumes all that 
ke and they can wring from, an un- 
willing soil.. If the people of Eastern 
Canada could get the idea into their 
minds that, tbe opportunities of West- 
ern Canada are their opportunities 
there would *e no trouble about re, 
taining the growing populatien of Can- 
ada in Canada. And this would be 

the surest and best attractiom id de- | 
sirable foreign immigration. It) ig in- 
deed an uphill job to secure desirable 
foreign imnigrants when we cannot 
retain our owa people. 

The census returog point clearly to 
the direction in which Canada’s popu- 
lation musi grow if at ali. Of the 
half million increase Jess than 200,000 
is east of Lake Superior and, over 300,- 
000 is west of ake Superior. Besides 
it is an ackuowledged fact that un- 
der the system of counting the people 
where they should. be, instead of where 
they are, which is the British ‘system, 
a large part of the populatiom credited 
to Quebec is really resident im the fac- 
tory towns of New England, but are 
counted at their original homes in 
Quebec. In other parts of the coun- 
try, and particularly in the westf the 
conditions which admit of this method 
of counting do not prevail. The pro- 
portion of increase is therefore really 
much more in favor of the West as 
compared with the East than it ap- 
pears to be. The census proves clearly 
that if Canada is to increase fin popu- 
lation the increase must be in the 
West. This is the most hopeful fea- 
ture of the case for it isin the West 
tbat Canada in area aud resources 
takes rank as a great country. The 
West is the region of illimitable oppor- 
tunity.

For this reason it was not thought 
that men could be got to dome West 
in sufficient numbers. But they have 
come and are coming, not oaly from 
“Ontario and Quebec, but also, and for 
the first time, from the Maritime pro- 
vinees. This movement shows that at 
last the faces of the people of Eastern 
Canada are being turned to the North- 
west as the land of promuse' for their 
children. The same thing occurred 
twenty years ago; but the publiq men 
of that day, the leaders of thought in 
Eastern Canada, took fright. They 
feared the depopulation of their coun-

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EDMONTON'S PROGRESS. 

Jas. A. Smart, deputy minister of 
interior, in a recent interview publish 
ed in the Winnipeg Free Press had the 
following to say of the Edmonton dis- 
trict, which he visited about six weeks 
ago, during his recent tour cf the 
West: ‘ : 

The perty visited the Calgary 
and Edmoston country, and , though 
their stay in that district’ was short, 
they had a1 opportunity of noticing 
the rapid development all along the 
line. As an illustration of the way set- 
tlement is pouring into this section. 
Mr. Smart said that of 8,100 home- 
steal entries in Manitoba and the 
Northwest Territories this year, 3,000 
have been in the Calgary and, Edmin- 
ton country. This rapid increase in 
population has been continuous for the 
last three or four years. In many in- 
Stances it is pow necessary for settlers 
te go 30 or 35 miles east to obtain 
available homesteads, and Mr. Smart 
found that many pecple are ging still 
further to make good selections. He 
met one gentleman from Kansas who 
informed him ‘hat; he had spent! a 
month in examiuing the country 
northwest of Edmonton, and he had 
concluded +o settle oni the land, 100 
miles northwest of the town, as he con- 
sidered that the district was asfine a 
country as man could wish for, better 


in his opinion than any district: he had 
visited. He was then returning io 
Kansas to bring out his family, and to 
report to a number of farmers who 
purposed coming ont to Canada this 
autumn and next spring. Mr. Smart 
eaid that he had frequently met dele- 
gates from different parts of the Sita 
tes looking over the country with 4 
view to settling. They were all im- 
mensetly pleased with the Northwest. 
Their only difficulty they said waq in 
selection from so many parcels all of 
neatly equal value. As illustrating 
the va'uc of this American immigra- 
Mr. Smart stated that the govern, 
ment’s agents had suceeded in induc- 
ing from 6,000 to 8,000 people from 
ithe republic to settle in Canada al- 
ready this year, and these people, had 
brought in with them an aggregate 
wealth of over $3,060,000 in cash and 


effects.

P. Ancderson’s brick yard is now run- 
ning daily.

600 per day. A quarter of a million 
bricks have been turned; out during 
ihe season, 150,000 now lying in: the 
yard. A kiln of 50,000 was burned 
not long since and anther of 150,000 
will be fired this week. Arrange, 
ments are being made for testing the 
quality of the clay for making drain 
tile. From twenty-five to thirty men 
are employed around the yard and in 
the sheds. The yard is well situated 
on the sloping bank of Mill Creek and 
distant only about two hundred yards 
from the right of way of the railroad. 
Clay and coal of good. quality. are at 
hand and though at present hauled 
by teams it is intended to arrange 
a cable car to both mine and pit.

A PROTRACTED LAW SUIT. 

Another step in the long protracted 
law suit of W. S. Robertson vs. S. S. 
Taylor et aj is neing: taken in. the ap_ 


peal of this now noted case to the Su- 
preme court of Canada from the “de- 
cision of the court, en banc, Regina, 
The history of the case dates back ‘to 
the early days of Edmonton. Briefly 
it is: Many years ago Jellett got 
judgment against the Edmonton and 
Saskatchewan land company for sal- 
ary dye him. Under this judgment he 
registered execution against numer- 
ous pieces of land standing in the name 
of the company but Which, in reality, 
were held by a number of persons 
under unregistered transfers. Taylor, 
acting for Jellett, claimed that Jellevts 
execution bad priority over unregister- 
ed transfers. Beck, for holders of un- 
registered transfers, claimed the 
contrary and brought action against 
Jellett and Robertson, who as deputy 
sheriff bad registered the execution, 
for encumbering plaintiff's lands. 
That case is knowe, as Wilkie vs. Jel- 
lett and Robertson. This case - ‘was 
fought through three courts, the sup- 
reme court of Canada deciding in plain- 
tiff’s favor and giving - judgment 
against both Jellett and, -Robertson 
for the costs, something over - $700. 
The present action of Robertson 
against Taylor is brought to compel 
Taylor to pay these costs on the ground 
that he is under legal obligation and 
on. other grounds. This case~ was 
tried by Judge Rouleau, who gave 
judgment for Robertson. The case was 
appealed to the full court at Regina 
who sustained the judgment of Rou 
leau. Taylor is now appealing tio the 
supreme cours at Ottawa and the case 
will be tried during the October sit- 
tings. j

Since August 5th, the columns 
report thirty-nine killed, twenty 
wounded, including Commandant Moll, 
dangerously, 685 prisoners, including 
Wolmarans, iate chairman of the first 
Volksraad, eighty-five surrendered, in- 
cluding Commandant De Villiers, and 
the capture of 2,400 rounds of am- 
munition, 754 wagons, 5,580 borses and 
large quanticzies of stock. Most of 
the captures were made in the Orange 
River Colony. ‘
